NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On August 26, 2009, at approximately 2018 hours, Transit Services Deputy Shawn 
Moreno (Employee (EE was involved in a Significant Use of Force incident with 
Suspect Miguel Molina (MH/03-05-82) at the North Hollywood Red Line station, 
mezzanine level. Suspect Molina was transported to Providence Saint Joseph's Hospital 
in Burbank where he was pronounced dead. The cause of death was undetermined. 


On August 27, 2009, at 0115 hours, Sheriff's Department Homicide investigators Sergeant 
Jeff Cochran (Employee #{ and Detective Steve Blagg (Employee 

arrived at the scene. They were assigned to investigate the death and document the facts 
in confidential reports listed under file #009-04621-6423-145.

On August 26, 2009, Deputy Shawn Moreno was assigned to unit 646F on the PM shift 
from EEE ou". Between 1900 and 2200 hours, Deputy Moreno was working a 
foot beat on the mezzanine level of the North Hollywood Red Line station checking 
passengers at random for passes and tickets. While standing by the escalators that lead 
to the lower level, he saw a male (later identified as Suspect Molina) walk past the 
electronic turnstiles, which at that point a passenger is required to possess a ticket or 
pass.

level. 
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Deputy Moreno asked Suspect Molina if he had a valid ticket. Suspect Molina said no and 
continued walking toward Deputy Moreno within three feet of him. Deputy Moreno asked 
Suspect Molina several additional questions. Suspect Molina was sweating, swayed back 
and forth, had a blank stare, and answered in a rapid mumbled voice. 


Deputy Moreno believed Suspect Molina displayed objective signs of being under the 
influence. He told Suspect Molina to either buy a ticket or leave. 


Suddenly, Suspect Molina charged at Deputy Moreno with his hands up in the air. Deputy 
Moreno stepped to his left and utilized both hands to push Molina away from him. Deputy 
Moreno requested back-up via his Sheriff's hand-held radio. He did not hear an 
acknowledgment from the Sheriffs Communication Center. 


1AB Note: Refer to Exhibit D for CD of LAPD’s radio 
traffic of Deputy Moreno’s assistance request. 


Deputy Moreno saw Suspect Molina tense up and begin to breath heavy. Deputy Moreno 
grabbed Molina’s right hand and attempted to place him into a rear arm lock. He was able 
to get Suspect Molina’s hands behind his back then guided him up against a nearby pillar. 
Deputy Moreno continually yelled at Suspect Molina to stop resisting. 


As Deputy Moreno reached for his handcuffs with one hand, Suspect Molina broke free 
from Deputy Moreno’s grasp and began twisting his body to get away from Deputy 
Moreno. Deputy Moreno attempted to sweep Suspect Molina’s feet with his left foot while 
simultaneously placing his two hands on Molina’s back in an attempt to get him down to 
the ground. Suspect Molina lost his balance for an instance, regained it, and began 
swinging his fists at Deputy Moreno. Deputy Moreno side-stepped to avoid the punches 
and blocked the blows with his hands. 


Deputy Moreno put out an assistance request via his Sheriff's hand-held radio. SCC 
acknowledged. 


JAB Note: Refer to Exhibit D for CD of Deputy Moreno’s 
assistance request on Dispatch 35, 


From a distance of 5-6 feet, Deputy Moreno removed his Taser from his belt, pointed it 
at Molina, and repeatedly told him to stop fighting, get on the ground, and place his hands 
behind his back, or he was going to be tased. Suspect Molina did not comply. 


Suspect Molina charged at Deputy Moreno with his hands raised and clenched. Deputy 
Moreno deployed the Taser for a five-second cycle. Both darts struck Molina in the chest 
causing him to fall to the ground on his back. Deputy Moreno ordered Suspect Molina to 
turn onto his stomach and place his hands behind his back. Molina immediately jumped 
to his feet and clenched his hands. 
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Deputy Moreno activated the Taser a second time for a five-second cycle. Suspect 
Molina dropped to the ground onto his stomach. Deputy Moreno ordered him to place his 
hands behind his back. Suspect Molina got up onto his hands and knees and attempted 
to remove the wires. Molina then began to stand up. Deputy Moreno ordered Molina to 
the ground and told him if he refused, he was going to be tased again. 


Suspect Molina continued to get up. Deputy Moreno activated the Taser a third time for 
a five-second cycle causing Molina to fall onto his right side in a fetal position. Again, 
Deputy Moreno ordered Molina to lie on his stomach and place his hands behind his back. 
Molina rolled onto his back and sat up as he was attempting to remove the wires. 


Deputy Moreno saw Security Assistant] arrive while Suspect Molina was trying 
to use his body momentum to lift himself up. Deputy Moreno activated the Taser a fourth 
time, causing Molina to lie on his stomach with his hands underneath his body. 

Moreno pulled the trigger for 10 to 15 seconds, long enough for Security Assen 
Htc pull Suspect Molina’s right hand out from under his body and Deputy Moreno to 
pull his left hand out from under his body. Security Assistant En handcuffed 
Suspect Molina. 


Deputy Moreno rolled Suspect Molina onto his left side to monitor his vital signs until 
Paramedics arrived. 


Suspect Molina was assessed at the scene by Los Angeles City Fire Paramedics Squad 
60 and was subsequently transported to Providence Saint Joseph’s Hospital (501 S. 
Buena Vista Street) in Burbank. Dr. Wells pronounced Suspect Molina dead at 2104 
hours.

Deputy Moreno nor Security Assista n sustained any injuries as a result of the 
incident. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Mike Grimaldi was notified and Sergeants Teri Roberts 


and Frank Quichocho responded to the North Hollywood Metro Redline Station, 
mezzanine level, to conduct an administrative review of the incident. 


Reported use of force: 


Deputy Moreno: Utilized both hands to push the suspect away. Grabbed the suspect's 
right arm and attempted to place him into a rear arm lock. Attempted a foot sweep and 
guided the suspect up against a pillar. Tased the suspect four times. 
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The following review is based on written documentation, witness interviews, and involved 
personnel.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The incident occurred during the hours of darkness. There was illumination from lights 
within the mezzanine level. The weather was cool and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


DEPUTY SHAWN MORENO, Employee Has initially interviewed on August 27, 
2009 by Homicide Bureau Sergeant Cochran and Detective Blagg. The interview took 
place at Transit Services Bureau Headquarters. The following is a summary. 


While Deputy Moreno was on the mezzanine level standing by the stairwell which leads 
to the lower platform, he saw a male (Suspect Molina) pass the “tap” (ticket/pass turnstile) 
machines. Deputy Moreno asked Suspect Molina if he had a ticket. Suspect Molina said 
no and proceeded to walk toward Deputy Moreno within ten feet of him. 


Deputy Moreno noticed Suspect Molina sweating, he was swaying back and forth, he had 
a blank stare, his eyes appeared dilated, and spoke in a rapid mumbling voice. Deputy 
Moreno asked Suspect Molina if he was “tweaking” or had been drinking heavily. Molina 
said no. 


Deputy Moreno told Suspect Molina to either buy a ticket or leave. Molina said he did not 
have any money. Deputy Moreno advised him to leave. Suspect Molina looked at Deputy 
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Moreno with a blank stare and did not respond. 


From approximately two to three feet away, Suspect Molina raised his hands up in the air 
and lunged at Deputy Moreno. Deputy Moreno stepped to his left and utilized his hands 
to push Molina away. At this time, Deputy Moreno requested back-up via his Sheriff's 
hand held radio. 


Deputy Moreno saw Suspect Molina breathing heavily and tensing up his body. Deputy 
Moreno grabbed Suspect Molina’s right hand and attempted to place him in a rear arm 
lock while twisting Molina’s body and grabbing his left hand. Deputy Morenc held Suspect 
Molina’s wrists behind his back, guided him three to four feet, and placed his body up 
against a pillar to handcuff him. Deputy Moreno was repeatedly giving Suspect Molina 
verbal commands to stop resisting. 


Suspect Molina’s right hand broke free from Deputy Moreno’s grasp. Suspect Molina 
began swinging his right fist at Deputy Moreno. As Suspect Molina twisted his body, 
Deputy Moreno used Molina’s momentum and attempted a foot sweep while pushing at 
Molina’s upper back to get him to fall to the ground. Suspect Molina was able to regain 
his balance, turned, and immediately began to swing his fists at Deputy Moreno. Deputy 
Moreno side stepped him while blocking Molina’s blows with his (Moreno’s) hands. 


Deputy Moreno gained a distance of five to six feet from Suspect Molina and was able to 
put out an assistance request via his hand held radio. Deputy Moreno deployed the Taser 
and pointed it at Molina. Deputy Moreno yelled out verbal commands at Molina to get on 
the ground and place his hands behind his back, or he was going to be tased. Suspect 
Molina stared at Deputy Moreno as he was breathing heavily, rocking back and forth, and 
had his fists raised to his mid upper terso. Suspect Molina suddenly charged at Deputy 
Moreno. 


Deputy Moreno deployed the Taser for a five second cycle, striking Molina in the chest. 
Suspect Molina fell to the ground onto his back. Deputy Moreno told Molina to stop 
fighting, roll over onto his stomach and place his hands behind his back. 


When the cycle ended, Suspect Molina immediately jumped up to his feet with his fists 
clenched and faced Deputy Moreno. Deputy Moreno activated his Taser a second time 
for a five second cycle. Suspect Molina fell to the ground onto his stomach. 


Deputy Moreno repeatedly told Suspect Molina to stop fighting and place his hands 
behind his back. 


When the cycle ended, Suspect Molina got up onto his hands and knees and was 
attempting to remove the Taser wires and barbs. As Molina begins to stand up, Deputy 
Moreno tells him if he stands up, he will be tased again. Deputy Moreno ordered Suspect 
Molina to get on the ground and place his hands behind his back. When Suspect Molina 
began to stand up, Deputy Moreno tased him a third time for a five second cycle.

Suspect Molina fell on the ground onto his right side in a fetal position. Deputy Moreno 
ordered him to get onto his stomach and place his hands behind his back. Deputy 
Moreno notices Security Assistant IEEE approaching. Suspect Molina rolled over 
onto his back, sat up and attempted to take the wires out as he is trying to get up. 


Deputy Moreno cycled the Taser a fourth time, causing Suspect Molina to lie on his 
stomach with his hands underneath his body. Deputy Moreno continued to pull the trigger 
back. Deputy Moreno pried Molina’s hands out from underneath him with his (Moreno’'s) 
left hand. Security Assistant [EEE was able to handcuff Suspect Molina. Deputy 
Moreno then released the trigger on the Taser. He estimated the duration of the fourth 
activation to be ten to fifteen seconds. 


Deputy Moreno rolled Suspect Molina to his left side and saw that he was still conscious. 
Molina was mumbling, but not responsive to Deputy Moreno’s questions. Deputy Moreno 
told Security Assistant MN o request, via his hand held radio, for the Fire 
Department to respond. Patrol units began to arrive. Deputy Moreno and Deputy 
monitored Suspect's Molina’s pulse and breathing until Paramedics arrived.

On March 17, 2011, Sergeant Teri Roberts from the Internal Affairs Bureau interviewed 
Deputy Moreno. Deputy Moreno was represented by Los Angeles Sheriffs Professional 
Association (LASPA) Attorney Adam Marangell. The interview took place at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau and was digitally recorded. The purpose of the second interview was to 
obtain additional information regarding the Taser activations. The following is asummary. 


Deputy Moreno indicated the incident occurred within the immediate area of approximately 
eight to nine feet from the location where he first made contact with Suspect Molina. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit C for Deputy Moreno’s 
diagram of the location depicting where Deputy 
Moreno first made contact with Suspect Molina. 
Deputy Moreno placed an “X” and identified himself 
as “Dep”. Deputy Moreno placed an “X” and 
identified Suspect Molina as “Susp”. 


Deputy Moreno said when he placed Suspect Molina up against the pillar, he held 


Molina’s right arm behind his back with his (Moreno’s) right hand and used his left hand 
to push Molina’s body up against the pillar, in an attempt to handcuff him. Suspect Molina 
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was resisting. 


After Suspect Molina broke free from Deputy Moreno’s grasp and Deputy Moreno 
attempted to do a foot sweep, Molina swung at Deputy Moreno three to four times. 
Deputy Moreno blocked the blows with his hands. 


Deputy Moreno was within five to six feet from Suspect Molina when he pre-warned 
Molina te get on the ground, place his hands behind his back, or he was going to be 
tased. Suspect Molina did not comply and took a step forward, charging at Deputy 
Moreno. Deputy Moreno deployed the Taser from approximately four to five feet away. 
The darts embedded in Molina’s chest. 


IAB Note: The first Taser activation was fora 
duration of 13 seconds. Deputy Moreno indicated 
he “could have” pulled the trigger for 13 seconds 
instead of his initial estimation of 5 seconds, due 
to “the heat of the moment.” 


Suspect Molina immediately jumped up, clenched his fists and was ready to fight again 
From approximately four to five feet away, Deputy Moreno cycled the Taser a second time 
causing Molina to fall to the ground onto his stemach. 


The interval time between the first and second activation was approximately ten seconds. 


JAB Note: The second Taser activation was for 

a duration of 8 seconds. Deputy Moreno indicated 
he “could have” pulled the trigger for 8 seconds 
instead of his initial estimation of 5 seconds, due 
to the “heat of the moment.” 


Suspect Molina got up on his hands and knees and attempted to pull the Taser wires and 
barbs out. Deputy Moreno told Molina, “If you stand up, I’m going to tase you again. You 
need to get on the ground, put your hands behind your back and just stop fighting.” 


Suspect Molina got up off his knees and began to stand up. From approximately four to 
five feet away, Deputy Moreno cycled the Taser a third time causing Molina to fall to the 
ground onto his right side in a fetal position. While the Taser was cycling, Deputy Moreno 
ordered Suspect Molina to get onto his stomach, place his hands behind his back and to 
stop fighting. 


The interval time between the second and third cycle was approximately fifteen to twenty 
seconds. 
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IAB Note: The third Taser activation was for 
a duration of 5 seconds, which was consistent 
with Deputy Moreno’s initial estimation. 


Toward the end of the third Taser cycle, Deputy Moreno looked to his side and saw, from 
fifteen to twenty feet away, Securty IEEE approaching the scene from the area of 
the TAP machines. 


Suspect Molina rolled over onto his back, sat up, and attempted to remove the wires. 
Deputy Moreno told Molina that he was not following directions and needed to get onto 
his stomach and place his hands behind his back. Suspect Molina raised his feet toward 
his buttocks and pushed his hands down on the ground in order to push himself up. 
Deputy Moreno told Molina not to get up, but Molina continued his upward momentum. 


Fearing Suspect Molina was going to assault him again, Deputy Moreno tased Molina a 
fourth time. Knowing Security Assista n -< there to assist, Deputy Moreno 
cycled (approximately ten to fifteen seconds) the Taser long enough to handcuff Molina. 


Suspect Molina landed on his stomach with his hands underneath his body. Deputy 
Moreno pried Molina’s left hand out from underneath his body and placed it behind his 
back, while he (Deputy Moreno) continued pulling the trigger on the Taser. Security 
Accor NNNM =- able to handcuff Suspect Molina’s wrists. 


The interval time between the third and fourth cycle was approximately twenty seconds.

SECURITY ASSISTANT EEE «Employee 4B was initially 
interviewed on August 27, 2009 by Homicide Bureau Sergeant Cochran and Detective 
Blagg. The interview took place at Transit Services Bureau Headquarters. The following 
is a summary. 
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Security Assistant EEE was in uniform standing by the escalators in the main lobby 
area of the Mezzanine level waiting for a train to arrive to transport him back to “Gateway” 
(Transit Services Bureau Headquarters). While talking to a gentleman, he heard Deputy 
Moreno repeatedly shouting, “Get the fuck down” to a male (Suspect Molina). Suspect 
Molina did not seem to be complying with Deputy Moreno’s commands. 


Security Assistant ran around the corner to check on Deputy Moreno. Deputy 
Moreno and Suspect Molina were near a pillar by the first set of stairs that lead to the 
platform. Deputy Moreno was pointing a Taser at Suspect Molina, who was approximately 
four feet away, and ordering him to comply. Suspect Molina was facing Deputy Moreno 
with his fists clenched at shoulder level and shouting incoherently. 


Suspect Molina took a step towards Deputy Moreno. Deputy Moreno fired the Taser 
striking Molina in the chest. Suspect Molina went down to the ground. Security Assistant 
a standing six to seven feet away from Deputy Moreno when he fired the 
Taser. As soon as the Taser stopped, Suspect Molina stood right back onto his feet with 
his fists clenched at his sides, ready to charge at Deputy Moreno. 


Deputy Moreno ordered Suspect Molina to get down and he would not comply. Deputy 
Moreno tased Molina a second time. Suspect Molina began to get right back up and tried 
to pull the darts out of his body. 


Deputy Moreno gave Suspect Molina more verbal commands to stop. Molina did not 
comply. Deputy Moreno then tased Suspect Molina a third time. Molina went down to the 
ground onto his stomach with his hands beneath him. Suspect Molina then tried to get 
back up again. 


Deputy Moreno placed his knee onto Molina’s lower back. Security Assistant 

grabbed Suspect Molina’s right hand. Deputy Moreno told Security Assistant 

to “watch the wires, | don’t want you getting hurt.” Deputy Moreno handed Security 
Assistant [Suspect Molina’s left hand. a .: able to handcuff 
Molina’s wrists. Deputy Moreno then turned Suspect Molina onto his left side to monitor 
his vital signs. 


Security Assistant M near Deputy Moreno ask the suspect if he was okay. The 
suspect did not respond. He saw Deputy Moreno check Molina’s pulse and indicate to 
him that Molina “still had a heartbeat.” Deputy Moreno told Security Assistant 

to request Paramedics. 


Security Assistant EEE got on his hand held Department radio and requested 
Paramedics. He then placed himself Code 6 at the location. 


Security Assistant [EEfbclieved it was approximately six minutes before any 
additional units arrived at the scene. Two uniformed LAPD officers arrived first, followed 
by Valley College Deputy Washington, a Security Officer, additional LAPD officers and

Deputy 
Moreno gave him verbal commands to stay down and not get up. Molina did not comply 
and stood up with his arms down to his sides with his fists clenched. Deputy Moreno 
tased Molina a second time. 


Security Assistant estimates the interval time between the first and second 
cycle to be approximately eight to nine seconds. 


Suspect Molina attempted to pull the Taser darts out of his body. Deputy Moreno told 
Molina to stop and he did not comply. Deputy Moreno tased Suspect Molina a third time 
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from two to three feet away. 


Security Assistant EEE was unable to estimate the duration of the third cycle. He 
estimated the interval time between the second and third cycle to be approximately eight 
to nine seconds. 


Suspect Molina fell to the ground onto his stomach with his hands underneath him. 
Molina then tried to get up. Deputy Moreno placed his knee onto Molina’s back to keep 
him down [RII orab bed Suspect Molina’s right hand out from underneath him and 
was able to handcuff both wrists. Molina did not resist as he was being handcuffed. 
Security Assistant indicated from the time Deputy Moreno placed his knee 
onto Suspect Molina’s back, it took approximately six to seven seconds to handcuff him. 


Once the suspect was subdued, Security Assistant EEE requested Paramedics to 
respond.

He 
arrived within five to six minutes and saw eight or nine Los Angeles Police Officers at the 
scene. 


Deputy saw the involved deputy, Deputy Moreno, standing near Suspect Molina 
by the west wall. The suspect was handcuffed and lying on the ground on his left side 
facing the west wall. One LAPD officer was kneeling next to Suspect Molina holding one 
hand on the suspect to stabilize him on his left side. Deputy saw Taser probes in 
the suspect's chest and the Taser wires still attached to the probes. 


Deputy | elieved the LAPD officer. Deputy Alkalamy held Suspect Molina’s head 
while he (Deputy [EP checked Suspect Molina’s vital signs. Molina’s breathing was 
shallow and his pulse was weak. Suspect Molina appeared to be conscious but was 
unresponsive. His eyes were open and he displayed a blank stare. 


Deputy remained with Suspect Molina until the Paramedics from the Los Angeles 
City Fire Department began assessing the suspect. 
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Deputy was not present during the tasing of Suspect Molina, nor did he witness 
any force used against Suspect Molina when he arrived at the scene.

While transporting Molina in an ambulance to the hospital, Paramedic 
Eee Captain and one additional firefighter assisted with cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation as Paramedic M= ministered an intravenous line with atrophine and 
epinephrine. Suspect Molina did not respond to the medication and remained 
unconscious when he was released to hospital personnel. The Paramedics did not 
observe any additional injuries on Molina.
